Because of the delicacy of the mechan­ 
ism, he says he can tell wTien messag es 
are from the medium herself and when 
they are not. 
He is able not only to sep­ 
arate the spirits from the medium’s per­ 
sonality, but from each other, through 
their mental and emotional patterns. 
He 
is sure that many of them are not “ mul­ 
tiple personalities split off from the me­ 
dium,’’ because there is no “ recognizable 
leak from one spirit to another” as there 
would be in such cases. 
It is the nearest 
approach yet made, he says, to a scien­ 
tific demonstration of the survival of dis­ 
embodied spirits. 
These things are too deep for use, as 
tlie way of a man with a niiad and a ship 
in the sea w'ere for Solomon. 
But if a 
fraud-proof mechanical test for such phe­ 
nomena has really been devised, more 
accurate than human observation, there 
will be a new’ w’ave of psychic investig a­ 
tion. 
Thus w’e may learn more about our 
own 
natures, 
and 
about other people, 
even if we do not g et a final answ’er to 
J ob’s question, “ if a man die, shall he

One o f theee we might call 
the standard o f educatio nal effi­ 
ciency and the o ther the standard 
o f immediate o bjectives. The stand­ 
ard o f educatio nal efficiency is a 
standard 
set 
by the 
educatio nal 
needs o f pupils—what they require 
fro m the church scho o l If they are 
to make acceptable pro gress in re­ 
ligio us educatio n. And in o rder to 
make this standard 
practical in­ 
stead o f theo retical, we may say 
that the standard o f educatio nal ef­ 
ficiency may be the standards o f 
the public scho o l in so far as they 
will 
apply . 
Teaching, 
curriculum, 
pro gram equipment in church scho o ls 
are so far belo w tho se o f the pub­ 
lic scho o ls and the church has so 
little o f educatio nal eo nscio usness 
that the public standards canno t im­ 
mediately be 
applied 
to 
church 
scho o ls. But they are the beet test­ 
ed standards available.

Marked early in his career as 
managerial material when his play­ 
ing days were to be over, because 
of his complete grasp of the game, 
his shrewdness and his ability to 
g et 
along 
with 
other men—there 
was a tim e when Fordham Frankie 
was regarded as the heir apparent 
of the New York Giants. 
Old J ohn McGraw thought a lot 
of Frisch. 
And with good reason. 
Ex tracted from the campus of Ford­ 
ham university in 19 19 , Frank al­ 
most overnight vindicated McGraw’s 
judgment. 
The youth played any 
position in the infield with effort­ 
less ease and after one season as a 
regular, he found his batting eye. 


FRISCH was McGraw’s m ost de­ 
pendable hitter in the great days 
of the Giants.

The opinion, written by William 
O. Sawyers, an assistant attorney 
general and approved by Attorney 
General McKlttrick, held the stat- 
uteK do not confer upon members 
of the board or barber ex aminers 
any authority to incur ex pense in 
attending tbe national convention 
of state boards of barber ex ami­ 
ners. 
“ It will be observed after careful 
reading of chaper 103 that there is 
nowhere conferred upon members of 
said board by any 
provision of the 
act, at least so far as we have 
been able to discover, .any authority 
to incur ex pense for travel in the 
performance of any other duty than 
those duties above recited; mani­ 
festly, none of those duties require 
the attendance at said convention, 
and none of those duties, either ex ­ 
press or by implication, require any j 
travel ex cept in the State of Mis­ 
souri,” Sawyers wrote. 
"It is the opinion of this office 
that such a charge for traveling ex ­ 
pense is not a proper charge against 
the state because It could not be in­ 
terpreted under a most strained con­ 
struction of the law to be a neces­ 
sary traveling ex pense within the 
state made in line of any official 
duty prescribed in the statutes.'*

W e have all specu lated on w hat w'ou ld 
be the three best wishes w^e cou ld m ake 
if some fairy godm other gave u s assu r­ 
ance tha t they wou ld be fu lfilled. In per­ 
haps every case good health is one of 
the wishes. 
W e all feel certain tha t 
wu thou t good health nothing else wou ld 
be w orth mu ch. 
Bu t how ever firmly w*e m ay cling to 
this conviction, ou r actions do not always 
indicate tha t we greatly desire this bles­ 
sing. 
We are not always willing to m ake 
the little sacrifices in time and thou ght 
which we mu st m ake if Yve are to rem ain 
in good health. 
The individu al is rare 
indeed 
w^ho gives any thou ght to 
his 
physical w'elfare u ntil he finds himself 
failing in health, and fa rtn e r w'e have 
gone into a state of ill health, the more 
firmly the resolve to 
gu ard 
ou rselves 
against ailments in the fu tu re. 
The situ ation is seriou s enou gh to de­ 
m and attention, both from the individu al 
and from the social grou ps. 
“ It is very 
u nu su al today,” said a health expert re ­ 
cently, “ to find an adu lt of 40 years Yvho 
is normal physically.” 
And thou gh not 
all of u s may adm it it in ou r owm case, 
this assertion confirms a belief w'hich is 
not only fou nd am ong health experts, bu t 
which is possible of proof. 
“ We are trying to edu cate the pu blic 
to give their bodies the same carefu l a t­ 
tention tha t they give their au tomobile,”
